TEACHER TESTIFIES 
AGAINST DOCTOR, 
TAKES POISON 


Festus (Mo.) Physician Indicted 
on Accusation of Two 
Sisters. 


IS HELD WITHOUT BAIL 


Complainants Were Patients of 
Man They Accuse, Dr. 
C. G. Harris. 


Miss Blanche Vaughn, 23 years old, a 
teacher in the Festus (Mo.) High School, 
is in St. Luke’s Hospital, suffering from 


the effects of wood alcohol, which she 
drank at her home last Thuraday night 
after she and her sister, Esther, 20, also 
a high-school teacher, had made charges 
which yesterday caused the arrest of 
Dr. Charles G. Harris, a Festus phy- 
sician, who is now in the Jefferson 
County jail at Hillsboro. 

An indictrnent returned by the Jeffer- 
son County grand jury yesterday 
charged Dr. Harris with attacking the 
Vaughn sisters when they went to his 
office for treatment last February. 

It is alleged in the indictment that 
drugs were administ@red to Esther 
Vaughan and that three days later the 
attack was made upon Blanche Vaughn. 

Tell Stories to Prosecutor. 

Esther Vaughn, according to informa- 
tion given to the Prosecuting Attorney, 
said nothing about what had occurred 
when she returned home.. Three days 
later the sister visited Dr. Harris. 

No formal accusation was made until 
a few days ago, vhen the young women 
told their story » the Prosecuting At- 
torney. Esther Vi ighn went before the 
grand jury at noo. yesterday and at 5 
p m. the indictments were returned. 

The maximum. penalty for the offense 
charged in the case of Blanche Vaughn 
is death. For this reason, prosecuting 
authorities say, they will hold Dr. Har- 
ris without bond. 

Dr. Harris Denies Charges. 

Dr. Harris, when arrested, denied ‘the 
charges against him. He would make no 
further statement. He is about 4 years 
old, has a wife and three children and is 
reputed to be wealthy. He has been a 
practicing physician in Festus for many 
years. 

The delay in making the charge pub- 
lic. though the offenses were alleged to 
have been committed last February, was 
said by the Prosecuting Attorney to be 
due to the fact that until now no grand 
jury has been in session. - 


TWO AMERICANS ON SHIP 
SUNK IN ENGLISH CHANNEL 


Both Savred—State Department Awaits 
Details of Torpedoing of the 
Vessel. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Consu!-Gen- 
eral Skinner at London cabled the State 
Department today that two American 
sailors, Willfar. Wootton of Harrison, 
N. J., and Bernard Sweeney of Bayonne, 
N. J.. were saved from the British 
steamer Strathtay, torpedoed by a sub- 
marine, Sept. 6, in tne English Channel. 
Whether the Strathtay was attacked 
without warning was not stated. Defi- 
nite information on this point will be 
sought before any inquiry is advanced 
to Germany. It is assumed by Officials 
that affidavits were taken from the 
American seamen to be forwarded to the 

State Department. 

The Strathtay sailed Aug. 22, from 
New York for Havre, and eariier reports 
of her sinking said the entire crew was 
saved.

TO ENGLAND CONCEALS IDENTITY 


New Vehicle of Warfare Is Adapta- 
tion of Caterpillar Tractor, Lon- 
don Authority Admits, 
LONDON, Sept. 20.—‘’hile friends are 
claiming for Winston Spencer Churchill, 
former First Lord of the Admiralty, and 
Col. Swinton, the credit for the discov- 
ery of the ‘‘tanks,’’ which played such 
an important part in the recent advance 
on the Somme front, the original in- 
ventor remains undisclosed, but the As- 
sociated Press is informed by a reliable 
authority that the new war machine is 
an adaptation of the caterpillar tractor. 
According to this authority, the in- 
vention was brought to the attention of 
the War Office early in the war. Great 
Britain declined to finance the project 
unless the machines were manufactured 
in England. These armored ships on 
land are mounted on four caterpillar 
tractors, which not only make the ma- 
chine incapable of being capsized, but 

enable it to cross ditches. 

The man who brought the plans to En- 
gland declines to permit the use of his 
name, declaring that for business rea- 
sons he does not desire to dim the glory 
of those claiming the credit.

TAKES OATH OF ALLEGIANCE ~ 
$0 HE CAN VOTE FOR WILSON 


Relative of James Boys Was an “lUn- 
reconstructed” Confederate 
Until This Fall, 

FORT WORTH, Tex., Sept. 20.—Wil- 
liam W. James, 68 years old, first cousin 
of Frank and Jesse James and himself 
a Lieutenant in the Quantrell band, has 
ceased to be an ‘‘outlaw” and has taken 
the oath of allegiance to the United 
States in order to be able to vote for 

Woodrow Wilson this fall. 

James was one of the ‘‘unreconstruct- 

ed”’ Confederates who left the United 
States after the Civil War rather than 
take the oath of allegiance. He joined 
a foreign legion and fought for France 
through the Franco-Prussian War, 
fought bushmen in Australia, Maoris tn 
New Zealand and Zulus in South Africa 
and was given the Victoria cross by 
Lord Roberts for rescuing a member of 
the Beresford family under a heavy Zulu 
fire, ‘ 
He returned to the United States in 
1880 and has lived in Texas ever since, 
but has taken no interest in politics and 
had no desire to vote until this year. 


AMERICANS PURCHASE ISLAND 


Nevada Cattlemen Said to Have Paid 
Over $1,000 000 for Lanai. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 2. — The 
Isiand of Lanai of the Hawaiian group 
has been purchased by United States 
Senator Key Pittman of Nevade and 
a group of wealthy Nevada cattlemen, 
according to H. I. Lorentzen, who ar-.

BAKER IN CITY, 


DEFENDS POLICY. 
AS TO MENIO 


Says Any Course Other Than 
That Pursued by President 
Would Have Meant Conquest.

TO MAKE TWO ADDRESSES 


Secretary of War Will Speak Be- 
fore B. M. L. and Life In- 
surance Men. 


Secretary of War Baker, who !s in Bt. 
Louis to deliver two speeches, in an .n- 
terview with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at the Planters Hotel, defended the 
Mexican policy of President Wilson, 
which has been made the subject of at- 
tack by Charles E. Hughes, Republican 
nominee for President, and asserted that 
any other policy than that pursued by 
the President would have meant the con- 
quest of Mexico, which nobody adv>?- 


cates and no wise man desires.”’ 

Secretary Baker arrived in St. Louis 
at 7:28 a. m. to fill two speaking en- 
gagements for President Wilson, wh» 
was unable to come on account of the 
death of his sister He spoke before the 
business Men’s League at the Missvuri 
Athletic Association at 12:30 p. m., and 
will speak before the National Associa- 
tion of Insurance Underwriters at the 
Coliseum at 8 p. m. 

Secretary Baker will leave at midnight 
for Washington. oBth his speeches in 
St. Louis will be on nonpolitical subjects 
and the public will be admitted to her 
his Coliseum speech. 

Won’t Touch on 8-Hour Law. 

Tt was expected Secretary Baker would 
speak before the Business Men’s League 
on the eight-hour law enacted by Con- 
gress to avert a railroad strike. He told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, however, tnat 
President Wilson would, in the near f1- 
ture, make a speech on this subject, and 
that until the President spoke he should 
have nothing to say. 

“The controversy between the rail- 
roads and organized labor has not been 
settied,’’ he said, ‘‘but there has been a 
stay of hands.’’ 

He said that the great controversy be- 
tween labor and capital must be solved 
by the enactment of proper laws, and 
that the solution must be made by the 
public—the third party—whose interests 
are greater than either those of capital 
or labor. Speaking of the Wilson ad- 
ministration, Secretary Baker said: 

“No administration in my lifetime, 
and none in history, with the solitary 
exception of that of Lincoln, has been 
responsible for so many important and 
constructive laws. I do not believe the 
American people, in the coming election, 
are going to be influenced by mere carp- 
ing criticism. The man who stands on 
the side lines and criticises the players 
is not going to have much influence. 

“The American people are not inter- 
ested in criticism, but in construction. 
Of course, I think proper and just crit- 
icism is all right. But if there is any 
group of people in this country who 
want a change in the administration 
they must believe that somebody else 
has better constructive policies than the 
President, or can do better than the 
President the things that he has done. 

“It is a singular characteristic of the 
campaign so far that the opposition has 
not broached a single constructive idea. 
Not only Mr. Hughes, but his associates, 
have not proposed any constructive pol- 
icy that would solve or change the s9- 
lution of any of the important issues 
before the country. 

Wants Constructive Expression. 

“IT hope that-before the campaign is 
over Mr. Hughes will tell the people 
what he will desire to do, legislatively 
and constructively, so that the Ameri- 
can people can compare his beliefs and 
desires with the known performances 
of the President. 

“As to the President's policy in Mex-| 
ico, of which Mr. Hughes complains, it 
can be demonstrated to be the policy of 
Lincoh., followed by Taft, and also by 
Wilson. It can be demonstrated to he 
the policy of the declaration of inde- 
pendence, and it can be shown that it 
has done more to build up satisfactory 
relations between the United States and 
the Latin-American republics than any 
other policy could possibly have done. 

“The only alternative to the policy the 
President adopted in Mexico would have 
been the conquest of Mexico, which no- 
body advocates, and no wise man de- 
sires.’ 

Secretary Baker said that Raymond 
Robins, who was chairman of the Pro- 
gressive national convention, and who is 
now supporting Hughes for President, 
had characterized the President's Mex- 
fean policy as the greatest piece of con- 
structive astatesmanship in his recollec- 
tion. Robins and Baker are close per- 
sonal friends, and Robins was waiting in 
the hote! to see Secretary Baker while 
earlier the Secretary was giving the in- 
terview. Robine is also to speak before 
the insurance people tonight, following 
Secretary Baker. 

Secretary Baker said that it was mere. 
foolishness to discuss the tariff issue 
at the present time, because nobody 
could tell anything about it. With the 
world’s trade upset, and with one power 
controlling the seas, he said, no one 
knew what effect the present tariff law 
was having, or would have. Tariffs

SECULAR POWER FOR POPE SAID 
TO BE AGITATED IN GERMANY 


Bishop Hartmann Reported to Lead 
Movement to Restore Temporal 
Authority of Vatican. 
LONDON, Sept. 20.—A movement’ in 
favor of re-establishment of the tem- 
poral power of the Pope is reported by 
the Amsterdam correspondent of the 
Exchange Telegraph Co., to have been

The Cologne Volksezitung, a prominent

ATTITUDE TOWARD MEXICO 


Declares, in Magazine Article That U. S. Must 
Permit Neighbor to Work Out Her 
Own Destiny. 


PHILADELP.ilA, Sept. 20.—President 
Wilson declares, in a signed article ap- 
pearing in the Ladies’ Home Journal for 
October, headed: “The Mexican Ques- 
tion,’’ that the State parasitism of big 


business, which seeks intervention in 


Mexico, can no longer be tolerated in 
the United States without reviving the 
‘gravest suspicion throughout all the 


States of America.’ 

The President believes that Mexico 
“must, no doubt, suffer through, long 
processes of blood and terror befere she 
finds herself and returns to the paths of 
peace and order,’’ but that she must be 
left alone to make this struggle, just as 
“other nations older in political experi- 
ence than she have staggered and strug- 
gied through these dark ways for years 
together, to find themselves at last, to 
come out into the light to know the 
price of liberty, to realize the compul- 
sion of peace and orderly processes of 
law.”’ 

Diaz Rele Terribly Costly. 
The stable order maintained in Mex- 


ico by Diaz, the President says, has 
been purchased “at a terrible cost when 
it was obtained by foreign assistance." 
This assistance, invariably conditioned 
upon “‘concessions,”’ has put the greater 
part of the resources of the country ‘“‘in 
the hands of foreign capitalists,”’ and 
by the same token under the ‘“‘protec- 
tion’’ of foreign Governments. He adds: 

**Mexico is one of the treasure houses 
of the world. It ig exceedingly to be 
desired by those who wish to amass for- 
tunes. Its resources are indeed service- 
able to the whole world and are needed 
by the industries of the whole world. 
No enterprising capitalist can look upon 
her without coveting her. The foreign 
diplomat, with which she has become 
bitterly familiar, is the ‘dollar diplo- 
macy which has almost invariably 
obliged her to give precedence to for- 
eign interests over her own. What he 
needs more than anything else is finan- 


sale of her liberties and the enslave- 
ment of her people.’’ 

The President declares foreign enter- 
prises in*Mexico can never be safely 
conducted so long as they excite the 
suspicion and the hatred of the people 
of the country itself. While he finds 
that a great many Americans in Mexi- 
eo have acted with the honor and pub- 
lic spirit there that characterize them 
at home, he emphasizes the fact that 
the “system by which Mexico has been 
financially assisted has in the past gen- 
erally bound her hand and foot and 
left her in effect without a free Gov- 
ernment. It ha: in almost every in- 
stance deprived her people of the part 
they were entitled to play in the de- 
termination of their own destiny and 
development.’’ The President adds: 

“This is what every’ leader in Mexic) 
has to fear, and the hist¥ry of Mexico’s 
dealings with the United States cannot 
be said to be reassuring. 

“It goes without saying that the Uni-- 
od States must do as she is doing. She 
must insist upon the safety of her bor- 
der. She must, so fast as order ict 
worked out of chaos, use every instru- 
mentality she can in friendship employ 
to protect the lives and the property of 
her citizens in Mexico. 

Must Respect Mexican Liberties. 

“But she can establish permanent 
peace on her borders only by a resolute 
and consistent adoption in action of the 
principles which underlie her own life. 
She must respect the liberties and the 
self-government of Mexicans as she 
would respect her own. She has pro- 
fessed to be the champion of the rights 
of small and helpless states and she 
must make that profession good in what 
she does. She has professed to be the 
friend of Mexico. She must prove it by 
seeing to it that every step she takes 
ig a step of friendship and helpfulness."’ 

His concluding sentence asserts the 
golden rule: ‘‘America will honor herse'f 
and prove the validity of her ewn prin- 
ciples by treating Mexico as she would 
wish Mexico to treat her.’’

- DEFENDED BY STONE 


Senator Declares Charge That] 
~ Congress Yielded to Force 
Is False. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—A siatement ¢n- 
titled “‘A word about the so-called eight- 
hour law as related to railroad oper- 
atives,” by Senator Stone of Missouri, 


was issued by the Western National 
Democratic headquarters here today. Ac- 
companying it was an assertion that 
Senator Stone was representing the 
thought. of the administration on the 
subject. The statement says in part: © 
“Messrs. Hughes, Roosevelt, Reot, 
Lodge, Penrose, Crane, Pierpont Mor- 
gan, George W. Perkins and that entire 
genus maintain that the President and 
Congress surrendered to force and there- 
by digeredited public authority and 
weakened the foundations of our gov- 
ernmental tnstitution. 

“One weakness about this charge is 
that it is false. Nebody threatened the 
President or Congress; nobody demanded 
anytbing of them. There was no con- 
troveray between the Government and 
the railroad employes, nor between the 
Government and the railroad manage- 
ments. The controversy was purely in- 
dustrial, waged between several] hundred 
thousand men who actually operate 
trains on the one hand, and the man- 
agers of the railroads on the other. 

“The trouble had reached a point so 
acute that these hundreds of thousands 
of men were on the verge of & strike; | 
they were about to quit work and thus 
leave the entire railroad transportation 
of the country tied up for an indefinite 
period.” 

The statement then points out that 
while the crisis existed Senators and 
Representatives and members of the 
administration were receiving communi- 
cations from all sections of the country 
indicating that “the public sentiment 
almost universally favored any reason- 
able means of averting. this catastro- 
phe.”’ ) e 

The statement points out the calamity 
which would have resulted from a strike 
and continues: 

“These: are the things the President 
faced, and such calamity he bravely, 
patiently, patriotically sought to avert. 
Who blames him? Mr, Hughes says he 
should have investigated the questions 
at issue before acting. They seem to 
think that, although the house was or 
fire, the President should have inquired 
into the cause of the fire before putting 
it out, instead of first putting it out and 
then investigating the cause. 

“I can understand this argument when 
made by men like J. Pierpont Morgan. 
George W. Perkins and others of that 
‘type, but I am amazed that Justice 
Hughes should adopt it. I am amazed 
that he would ally himself with Mr. 
Morgan—multimillionaire prince of Wall 
street, maker and wrecker of railroads, 
Lord of the British Exchequer in Amer- 
ica. 

“Mr. Hughes, hard driven, is appeal- 
ing to powerful special interests. I am 
sorry to behold this spectacie in our 
public life. I am sure the President 
will not shrink from this issue. He has 
other things of vastly greater impor- 
tance to talk about, but he can meet

ADAMSON MEASURE (GUARD MUST ARGUE 
HITH ARMED PRISONER 


Hertenstein Says ‘‘Moral Sua- 
sion’? Should Be Used Against 
Knife, Hammer or Ax. 


When a workhouse prisoner comes at 
a@ guard with a knife, a hammer or an 
ax, the guard is expected to argue with 
him and use moral suasion. according 
to the standard of ‘‘practicality” set up 
by Chairman Hertenstein of the Board 
of Efficiency. If these things do not 
work, the guard will be allowed to over- 
power the prisoner. If he cannot over- 
power him he will be allowed to shoot. 

Chairman Hertenstein gave out today 
sample papers used in the examination 
of applicants for the position of work- 
house guard, at $ a month and board, 
conducted Sept. 11. These show that 
one of the questions was: ‘“‘What would 
you do if a prisoner attacked you with 4 
knife, a hammer or an ax?” 

If the applicant promptly answered, ‘“‘I 
would sheot him,”’ he would not get the 
job, according to Hertenstein, who ex- 
plained that guards were not to shoot 
until after exhausting all their persuas- 
ive powers:"’ : 

The physical and medical examination 
included teats of acuteness of hearing 
and sight. The applicant’s grip was 
tested.on a machine. He was required 
to lift 160 pounds of sand and also to 
hop around the room. 

Under personality. the board consid- 
ered whether the applicant was good- 
natured, agreeable, frank, deliberate, 
thoughtful and prudent, or reckless, 
cowardly, nervous, hasty, careless, im- 
pulsive, surly or disagreeable.

Nobody can embarrass 
me by talking about Americanism. I am 
for the United States first, last and all 
the time without regard to anyone or 
anything else.”’

DEBATE LAND BANK 


BILL WITH LAMM 


'Will Reply-to Attacks Upon It 
in Speech at Chillicothe 
Saturday. 


Frederick D, Gardner, Democratic 
nominee for Governor, in an interview 
published today annonunced that he 
| would not.enter into a joint debate with 
Judge Henry Lamm, Repyblican nomi- 
nee for Governor, on the merits of his 
proposed land bank bill. 

Gardner made a short speech last night 
at a dinner at Cafferata’sa to Arthur J. 
Donnelly, a probable candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Mayor. He 
said in the speech, and in the interview, 
that he would answer the attacks made 
upen his land bank measure in the 
Speech he will deliver at Chillicothe next 
Saturday, Gardner's friends advised 
him not to debate with Judge Lamm, 
who is noted as a very able debater, In 
the interview Gardner sdid: 


“Not a Debater.”’ 

“My campaign opens Saturday in Chil- 
licothe. I am glad to have such a big, 
able man as Judge Lamm for an oppo- 
nent. During the campaign I expect to 
treat him with the deference and re- 
spect that his honorable service to the 
State as Chief Justice entitles him to. I 
am glad the Democratic press is also 
doing this. I hope the Judge will not be 
peeved because I do not conduct my 
campaign on lines he may wish. For 
instance, he wants me to debate with 
him. Now, the good Lord knows I have 
never set myself up as a debater, while 
he has been a professional debater for 
50 years. 

“I have heard lots of jokes on the 
Judge where he has been able to make 
a jury believe white was black, and 
then laugh about it; also, where he haz 
debated so long and persistently that 
opposing counsel had let him have his 
way, but I anr not a candidate for de- 
bating honors. The gubernatorial office 
is not fitted with a chautauqua plat- 
form. He does not represent the State 
in court debates, nor does he have a 
part in the debates of the Legislature 
or Congress—the gubernatorial office is 
the business headquarters of the State, 
just like any other large business office 
around which you now see signs ‘“Bi- 
lence is golden.’ 

“Judge Lamb says speaking of my 
proposal for a State land bank. It is 
unnecessary from any viewpoint. Now. 
do the farmers of Missouri, who have 
labored for all these years under a bur- 
den of high interest and big commis- 
sions, agree with him? He seems to 
think it unnecessary because of the 
Democratic Federal farm loan act, 
which he says places the vast power 
and wealth of the nation behind a farm 
loan plan.

NEW LONDON, Conn., Sept. 20.—Fur- 
ther considerafion of the various plans 
suggested for the control of the border 
figured today in the conference of the 
Mexican-American joint commissioners. 


It is not expected any plan suggested 
will be adopted soon for recommenda- 
tion to the two Governments and it ap- 


| pears probable that, notwithstanding 


the reluctance of the Mexican members 
to discuss the internal affairs of their 
country, such questions as the Amer- 
ican commissioners consider related to 
the general situation will be taken up. 

A plan for a Mexican national bank 
ing system to take the place of the 
suspended National Bank and the Bank 
of London and Mexico in Mexico City 
was outlined to the American members 
of the commission here yesterday by 
Luis Cabrera, chairman of the Mexican 
merfibers. Cabrera explained that a 
monetary commission had been created 
that will have supervision of a chain 
of Government banks and it is hoped 
to obtain financial backing, chiefly from 
Mexican sources, to support the scheme. 

This explanation was given after the 
American members had asked to be en- 
lightened on the order suspending the 
two institutions. Cabrera said the two 
banks had issued bank notes far in ex- 
cess of their metallic reserve and re- 
cently had refused to sell to the Gov- 
ernment exchange on foreign banks at 
rates demanded by the Government. The 
institutions had been ordered to show 
a metallic reserve equivalent to their 
issue of paper money. he said. Cabrera 
added that the step was largely re- 
taliatory, as the banks of Mexico, 
chiefly the two in question, were re- 
sponsible for depreciation of Carranza 
currency.

convention last June, made a Hughes 
Campaign speech to a large gathering 
of business and professional men in the 
City Club dining room at luncheon to- 
day. He gave most of his time to a 
eulogy of Hughes, and did not allude to 
President Wilson until the last, when he 
condemned his action in the railroad 
strike case. 

“T went down with the ship,’”’ he said 
in allusion to his connection with the 
Progressive party. He said Hughes waa 
nominated with the aid of the “Old 
Guard,” because they had to take him 
or Roosevelt, and he added, “‘They id 
not love him more, but they hated him 
less.” 

‘‘Mere criticism and condemnation of 
an opponent is easy campaign common: 
place,” he said in beginning his attack 
on the President's course in the railroad 
strike. He decried the President's ac- 
tion as “‘unfair and illegitimate.” He 
said an improper use was made of the 
just and proper sentiment in behalf of 
an eight-hour day, by using it to bring 
about a change which did ndt establish 
the eight-hour day for the railroads, but 
only changed their base of pay from 10 
to 8 hours. This, he said,, gave a 25 per 
cent increase, at the expense of the gen- 
eral public, to a highly organized and 
already well paid body of men. 

The President’s action, he said, was 
also a blow at the principle of arbi- 
tration, and made possible such state- 
ments as that which Theodore P. 
Shonts was quoted as making in, the 
New York traction strike, to the ef- 
fect that, as the President had found 
arbitration not necessary in the case 
of the railroads, the New York In- 
terborough lines ought not to be 
required to arbitrate. 

Robins told, at considerable length, 
why he went with the Republican 
party after the break-up of the 
Progressive organization, though his 
former affiliations had been Demo- 
cratic. The chief reason seemed to 
be his dislike for the strength of 
Southern influence in the Democratic 
party. Robins, who is from Kentucky, 
paid a tribute to the South, but said 
its political and economic habits of 
thought were not progressive to such 
2 degree as those of the North and 
West. 

He also found fault with the character 
of thé Democratic rank and file in the 
large cities of the North, and mentioned 
Roger Sullivan, Tom Taggart and 
Charles F. Murphy as leaders who 
“could not, by any stretch of the imag- 
ination, be expected to work out the 
problems of American life.’’ 

His arguments in favor of Hughes 
were based on his record in executive 
and judicial office, and he laid empha- 
sis on the fact that Hughes was norni- 
nated without incurring any political 
obligations. This, he said, would make 
him, if elected, the freest President since 
Washington.

serve seven years in the penitentiary 
on a third-degree robbery charge. The 
pardon carries with it the restoration of 
Stevenson's citizenship. 

A short time after entering the peni- 
tentiary Stevenson was made a “‘trus- 
ty,”’ and during the greater part of his 
term he has acted as personal chauf- 
feur for Warden McClung. In the day- 
light hours he was practically a free 
man and was a familiar figure on the ; 
streets of Jefferson City, driving Mc 
Clung’s car and doing errands. for the 
Warden. 

Gov. Major ats Jefferson City today 
dictated the following statement as to 
the pardoning of Stevenson: 

“He has been a hard worker and 
faithful in all the trusts reposed in him. 
He has been a most exemplary prisoner, 
and I know, because I have watched him | 
closely since he has been here. . Serious- 
ly, I never believed he was guilty. The 
evidence, . though, as presented in his 
case, would have convicted anyone. 
Granting Stevenson a full pardon is 
only following my usual custom of giv- 
ing a young man a chance.”’ 

In. the order for Stevenson's pardon 
the Governor says it was granted “in 
view of valuabie services rendered to 
the State.’’

NEARLY TWO-THIRDS NORMAL 


Strikers, However, Declare Retail 
Trade Only Eight Per Cent of What > 
It Was Before Strike. 
Proprietors of dairies affected by the 
strike of union milk wagon Grivers, 
which began Aug. 3, gave out estimates 
of the volume of their business today, 
which varied from one-half to two- 

ihirds the normal business. 

William Grafeman, the only one of 
the large dairymen who came to terms 
with the strikers, said his dairy was 
doing 20 per cent more than its normal 
business. He added that he would an- 
nounce the winter scale of prices for 
milk in an advertisemen Sunday. The 
present price is eight cents e quart. 

T. E. Coyne, Teamsters’ Union offi- 
cial, who has aided in directing the 
mitikmen’s strike, said “‘spotters”’ around 
the various dairy establishments had 
furnished him figures which indicated 
that the dairies, on an average, were 
doing only eight per cent of their for- 
mer retail business. — 

Coyne complained that policemen, 
sent out on milk wagons, are helping 
the non-union drivers in all parte of 
their work and in some cages are even 
carrying the milk to the doors of resi- 
dences for them. Dairy proprietors de- 
nied this, saying the policemen were 
only acting as protectors of their 6m- 
ployee.

knowledge. The demand by the admin- 
istration for such legislation as the price 
of peace was a humiliating spectacle. It 
was not only a serious misuse of of- 
ficial power, but a deplorable abdica- 
tion of moral authority. 

“The excuses presented are futile. The 
Adamson bill is not a bill providing 
for an eight-hour workday. It does not 
fix hours at all. It regulates wages. Its 
provisions do not require any employer 
to employ any set of men for only eight 
hours a day. Eight hours a day laws 
are to avoid fatigue and overstrain by 
prohibiting employment in excess of the 
requirement. There is nothing of that 
sort in this bill. 

“What it does is to provide by law 
for an increase in wages for certain 
men. They may work just as long as 
before. They may work 10 hours or 
more. They are simply to get more pay. 
The act provides that in contracts for 
labor and service eight hours shall be 
deemed a day’s work and the measure 
or standard of a day’s work for the 
purpose of reckoning the compensation 
for services to all employes of the 
sort described.”’ 

“Tickle the Public Ear?’ 

Mr. Hughes quoted the Adamson law, 
showing, he said, ‘‘in plain English,’”’ 
that the men affected are not required 
| to work fewer hours but are to have 10 
|hours’ pay for eight hours’ work, with 
additional pay for additional hours.

(DERBY SAYS WAR WILL 
LAST THROUGH WINTER 


British Under-Secretary of War. 


Discusses Strength of Army 
in Equipment. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—"I wish I could 
pick one of my horses ag a& winner with 
the certainty of victory for the entente 
allies.”” said Lord Derby, the British Un- 
der-Secretary of War, on receiving the 
American correspondents today on his 
return from a visit to France where, in 
company with Gen. Sir Douglas Haig 
and Gen. Joffre, he saw the trials wf 
the “tanks” before they were sent into 
battle against the Germans. Lord Derby 
contiuued: 

“We now have a European army with 
better guns, better rifles and better am- 
munition than any other country in the 
world today. But I do not agree with 
the people who expect the war to end 
within six months, as it must surely 
continue over the winter. | 
“We are fighting the best organized 
nation in the world and it would be a 
reflection on our own troops not to ad- 
mit that the Germans are showing ex- 
traordinary bravery. Two years ago 
they had a great chance to win. They 
still are exceedingly strong in engines 
of destruction, but we are at least even 
in this respect now and I cannot help 
feeling that our men individually are 
better. Soon we hope to have a distinct 
margin of superiority. 

“We are able to continue to increase 
the arms, munitions and feod of our 
troops and we will get more men if 


been made yet to increase the age limit. 
‘Recent raids of the military on sta- 
tions and places of amusement pretty 
plainly have proved there are very few 
slackers left and that the eligible men 
the present compulsion law either 
are in the army or are properly badged 
for other work.

128,740,000 GERMS IN SMALL 
AMOUNT OF DUST FROM STREET 


Two Teaspoonfuls of Sweepings Con- 
tain 76,320,000 Disease Provoking 
Organisms, 523,411,000 That are 
Harmless. 
In two teaspoonfuls of dust gathered 
from the streets downtown, City Bacte-- 
fologist Baldwin has found 128,740,000 
germs, three-fourths of which he says 
are of harmful varieties. These tests 
were made at the request of Director of 
Streets and Sewers Talbert, to whom 
Dr. Baldwin's report has been submitted. 
The dust which . Baldwin has dis- 
covered to be so Gensely inhabited by 
these germs was swept from the streets 
by a vacuum cleaner which has beea 
cperated by the street department for 
the last three months. The dirt taken 
from the gutters was demonstrated tu 
be more heavily laden than was that 
from the center of the street. Samples 
werd sent to Dr. Baldwin about 60 days 
ago and these have since been subjected 
to tests. Dr. Baldwin is continuing this 
work, believing that the dust contains 
vther pathogenic varieties in addition 
to those already encountered. 
Of the whole number of germs discov- 
ered in the small quantity examined, 
Those of the 
éisease-producing varieties totaled 76,- 
$29,000. The streptococci family was es- 
pecially numerous. 
these were in the samples of dust taken 
from the gutters alone. oli bacilli to 
the number of 7,344,000 had homes in the 
same sample. These are the germs 
which usually keep company with that 
responsible for typhoid fever. The strep- 
tococci are the producers of boils, ab- 
scesses and inflammations.

MAN WHO FORGOT 
FINDS, AT 85, Ht 
HAS 2 FAMILIES 


Sons Who Had Not Seen Him 
for 50 Years Got Clew When 
He Began to Trace Self. 


Specia! to the Post-Dispatch. 

TULSA, Ok., Sept. 20.—After eyeing 
the aged man in the big leather chair 
from various angles of the Hotel Tulsa 
lobby, one Texan said to another, “I 
believe he is the man.’’ They went over 
to the big chair. One opened a small 
leather case and held before the eyes 
of the old man a dagguerrotype of a 
man just under middle age. ‘That's 
me,’” said the old man, as he leaned 
forward in surprise. ‘‘Where did you 
get it? Who are you?’ 

“Don't you know us’ one of the 
younger men asked. The old man stood 
up and looked them over. He shook his 
head. “Tt seems to me that I have seen 
you before,’’ he said to one of then, 
“but I don’t place you.” He was asked 
again, “Don’t you know us—father?” He 
looked ugain, startled, but again shook 
his head. ; 

The younger men were Joseph Robert- 
son of Floydada and John Robertson 
of Coleman, Tex. Joseph is 60. John 
is 58. The old man was Jeremiah C. 
Robertson of Alvarado, Tex. He is 8. 
The sons had not seen him far 50 years. 
Until a short time before they had sup- 
posed that he was dead. But he had 
only forgotten. He had lost himself and 
his family. The unusual thing in his 
strange case, however, was thag he had 
forgotten two families. Now he finds 
that he has a family in Texas and one 
in Missouri. His story, as it is told, 
goes back to the days right after the 
Civil War. 

Twelve Hours to Get Away. 
In August, 1866, Jeremiah Robertson 


not far from Springfield. He had re- 
turned from the Union Army to his wife 
and fcur boys, but found Union veterans 
were not in high favo: in his com- 
munity. Four of his neighbors, who 
had veen with him in the Union army, 
were tnysteriously killed, one at a time, 
and Robertson was warned to leave the 
eountry. He paid no attention to the 
warning. Then his neighbor on the next 
farm was shot from ambush at night, 
and a few days later another letter, 
under his door, read: “You have 12 
hours to get away alive.’’ 

Robertson went into his yard. A rifle 
bullet grazed his head. He ran into the 
house, and that night rode away on his 
horse, after telling his wife that he 
would send for her and the boys as soon 
as he was settled. 

Two years later his family heard that 
he had been killed at Pond Springs, 
Mo. Neightors who went there to see 
the body told Mrs. Robertson it was that 
of her hueband. 

So, to his Missouri family, he was 
dead. Many years passed. Then, some 
time ago, the two brothers Robertzgon, 


|} who had moved to Texas, received in- 


formation which led them to believe 
that their father was alive. The story 
he told to these sons upon their discov- 
ery of him shows how his existence came 
to be revealed. He told them: 

“Tt have always had a faint recollec- 
tion that I used to live in Missouri. I 
have no recollection beyond a day when 
I found myself riding along a road in 
Texas. I had an idea then where I came 
from or where I was zoing. 

*“‘During the next year I seriously con- 
templated going back in the direction 
from whence I had come and trying to 
find out something about myself, but I 
did not know where to make inquiries. 
I simply forgot my past.” 

Army Discharge Papers. 

Jeremiah Robertson, however, did re- 
turn North to’ find out about himself. 
On leaving his Missouri home, he had 
carried with him his discharge papers 
from the Union army. Several munths 
ago he went back to Greene County to 
make inquiries. A niece there heard of 
him, and wrote to Joseph Robertson, 
living in Texas, that she believed the 
man was his father. Robertson went to 
Alvarado, but learned that Jeremiah 
Rebertson had left there for Tulsa. 

,eremiah Robertson explained the pos- 
session of the army discharge: “I did 
not know for sure it was my own. I 
fond the papers in my pocket when I 
came to myself, so I took that name. 
I decided to go back and find out if it 
was my name.” 

When Joseph Robertson heard of the 
old man, Jeremiah Robertson, five 
neonths ago, he and his brother, John, 
both wealthy, hired a detective to help 
establish the identity of the man. Inves- 
tigation revealed that Jeremiah Robert- 
son, on leaving his nome, went direct 
from Greene County, Mo., to Collin 
County, Tex., and that he lived there 15 
years. It revealed that he married a 
few years after his arrival in Texas un- 
der his own name, and that he became 
interested in the cattle business. 

The dagguereotype of him, which led 
to his identification, was taken in 
ere.

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WALL STREET’S HOPE. | 

So much has been said of Wall street recent- 
ly, that the following statement, published in the 
independent Washington Star some years ago, is 
interesting reading: 

Wall street is the epitome of the spirit of 
centralization of the times. It represents’ 
combination, organization, systematization 
arnd—monopoly. 

The banking houses in thislittle area could 
in 24 hours tie up the cotton crop of the 
Southern States this fall and prevent its 
movement just as effectually as if the bales 
were chained to the ginning houses; they 

_ could drive every merchant in the Mississippi 

Valley into bankruptcy; they could squeeze 
the money market until every small cross- 
roads general, store in the Middle West felt 
it. It will not answer to say that they will 
not do this; the fact that they can do it is 
the essential point. 

There“was a time when Wall street could do 
all of this. It’ could tie up the money market 
and force a panic, either for political or- financial 
reasons, until the Federal reserve’ act put a 
check to such financial piracy. 

This is one of the reasons Wall street is 
against the Wilson administration and is trying 
to defeat Mr. Wilson. Wall street wants to over- 
turn the Federal-reserve system and get in its 
place a@ great central bank, which Wall street 
financiers could control: 

Wall street can no longer squeeze he. money 
market, drive merchants into bankruptcy, tie 
up crops, manipulate prices and wreck the 
country for its own profit. 

Wall street hopes to be able to do_ these 

things again. Mr. Hughes is criticising the Fed- 
eral reserve act. He is saying that it is defect- 
ive and has dangerous possibilities. He wants 
to change it and Wall street is banking on his 
changing it if he is elected.

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UNDER THE LID. 

One less pickpocket and several more murder- 
ers is the result of another night of club life at 
Cap Troll’s social resort in the rear of 712 Pine 
street, the “Typo-Press Club.” This is the second 
bright glimpse of social reform under the lid 
which this resort in the rear has afforded us 
within a week, the first involving a lady hit over 
the head with a beer bottle, a general fusillade 
of revolvers, and general disturbance of the night 
peace culminating in the arrest of the bartender 
on a charge of selling liquor without a license. 
Meanwhile the police have permitted the. “club” 
to run unmolested. If it is still open, we may 
expect other social affrays of like order—or dis- 
order. 

Moonshine stills in the Cumberland Mountains 
are tolerably tame, lawful institutions compared 
with our outlaw resorts which enjoy a sort of 
technical’ good standing and a degree of immu- 
unity in St. Louis, thanks to the opportunistic 
imposition of the sumptuary lid by Mr. Folk. 
The clubs to which his superficial reform gave 
cover have been in many instances nests of mur- 
der and violence, a haven and refuge of “bad men” 
and criminals, removed from excise control, ‘in 
the rear” or upstairs, and out of sight of the 
police patrol as well as comparatively free from 
prosecution. These chartered or incorporated 
dens or dives, whose existence the lid directly 
promoted, are ideal resorts for low characters and 
lawless ones, vastly more attractive than licensed 
saloons amenable to police and excise regula- 
tion. They have filled columns with their crimes, 
and befouled the alleys with their pistol smoke, 
for years. 

They prove that a “wide open town” is best 
achieved under a “lid” like that of St. Louis, and 
are the conclusive exhibit of the failure of a ‘‘re- 
form” that shunts liquor selling, on Sundays as 
on weekdays, to the alleys and up stairways— 
“reform” that hangs a curtain over crime and 
throw its protecting arm about the “speak- 
easy,” dive and death-trap for the sake of appear- 
ances. On the score of appearances, no licensed 
dramshop ever gave St. Louis such a black eye as 
it enjoys by reason of such so-called “clubs.” 
Once more their existence challenges police au- 
thority and police integrity and the community 
demands their suppression. But the police are in 
part powerless against dives chartered by Jef- 
ferson City, operating under a show of legality;
